trol the dispositions of land and 
buildings in and about the several 
communities in such a manner as 
will lend itself t growth along 
good lines, Such legislation as 
this has been adopted by Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick and, to 
some extent, by Ontario, A bill 
looking toward a like end is being 
prepared by the City Planning Com- 
mission of Winnipeg and the Ed- 
monton convention will take up its 
work with all of this as» guide. 
The proposition is an important 
one, particularly at a time when so 
many Alberta cities and towns are 
in a formative stage and where so 

much of future development along 
economical and thoroughly good 
Mnes depends upon what is done 
now, 

A number of prominent men 
have been invited to address the 
FKdmonton convention, including 
Ex-Mayor W. Sanford Evans, of 
Winnipeg; President of the nation- 
al association for city planning; Dr, 
A. J. Douglas, Medical Health Off- 
icer of Winnipeg; Mr. Clifford T. 
Jones, of Calgary and others who 
have made considerable inquiry in- 
to the thories and practises of city 
planning.

MAGIC FIRE WRITING. 


How to Perform an Amusing and Mys-— 
tifying Trick, } 


This recipe for “magic fire writing” 
fs given by the Pathfinder: Dissolve 
saltpeter in water until the water will 


| take up 00 more. Then take the 


“wrong” end of a penbolder and, dip- 
ping it fn the solution, draw in thick 
strokes some name or design on a 
piece of light paper, taking care not 


to break the continuity of the writing 


anywhere—that Is, all words must be 
joined. When dry the writing will 
be invisible. Fold over or roll up haif 
an inch of each end of such a paper 
after It has been allowed to get dry 
and stand it on something that will 
wot burn. Light a match, then blow 
it out and apply the glowing tip to 
s0me spot touched by the design (you 
cap make ap Ink mark before apply 
ing the saltpeter to serve as a guide), 
and a tiny glowworm of tire will 
travel all along the lines traced and 
end by leaving the device burned out 
of the paper, o0 other part of it being 
destroyed. 

By the ose of a little ingenuity all 
sorts of amusing designs for this pur 
pose can be got up. For example, you 
can draw in pencil or ink on the paper 
a picture of one boy throwing a base- 
ball to another and also trace ap in- 
visible curved line tn the saitpeter 
from the hand of the thrower to that 
of the catcher. Then when you touch 
fire to the thrower’s band the fire will 
follow the saltpeter line right to the 
other's hand. 

Those who see the thing and are not 
in the secret will be much mystified 
as to why the fire follows this line and | 
does not burn the rest of the paper. 
Saltpeter enters into gunpowder, and | 
wherever It has touched the paper it, 
makes It burn.

Hot-Weather Housewifery 

It is every woman's ambition to look 
spotiessly fresh and dainty in warm 
weather To do this she must liave 
a constant supply of clean blouses, 
and if she be thrifty, these she will 
wash herself. 

For this soap-jelly will be found to 


be invaluably economical and simple. 


The soap should be shredded into a 
basin, and allowed to melt until clear 
of lumps. It should thén be run off 
into a jar. When using, in a quart 
of water a quarter of a pound-of the 
soap-jelly will be sufficient. 

Then, too, nothing looks more dow- 
dy than a gown which has faded. A 
little salt in the water will set blue, 
while alum helps green to retain its 
color. Ox gall is infallible for grey 
and brown, and hay water will pre- 
vent tan or brown linen and holland 
from changing their shades, 

It may aot be known, also, 
white washing gloves should always 
be allowed to dry with a little soap 
in them. This prevents undue sti¢- 
fening. They shoull be drawn over 
the hands slightly damp to pull them 
into shape. : 

White veils, when washed, should 
neither be mangled nor ironed, Care- 
fully stretched, they should be wound 
tightly round a tube of cardboard 
or paper, while still damp. When dry, 
they will be observed to have suffer- 
ed neither from tears nor stiffness.
